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Relatives’ fiiiy aft 

flooded cemetery 


FLOODING at a cemetery is 
preventing grieving relatives 
from visiting their loved 
one’s graves - and now 
they’re demanding action. 

The problem at a graveyard 
in Mepal is so bad that at times 
some of the headstones are 
half-hidden beneath water. 

Flooding has caused headaches for 
visitors since the cemetery at St Mary’s 
Church was built as an extension to 
the village’s existing graveyard several 
years ago. 

But residents say it is worse than 
ever, and it is now a struggle to even 
visit the site. 

Henry Nicholson, 74, who has lived 
in the village for 11 years, said his wife 
Pamela’s grave looks “more like a 
pond” at times due to the volume of 
water. 

Mr Nicholson, of Chestnut Way, 
said: “This is really distressing me now 
- it’s so disrespectful to my wife and 
the other people buried there. 

“Pamela, just like the others, has 
been buried there for people to 
remember her and pay their respects, 
yet her grave looks more like a pond. 

“My daughter won’t even go down 
there anymore because it upsets her 
too much. 

“The amount of water and the fact it 
cannot be sorted properly is making it 
a nightmare.” 

Mr Nicholson, who is a former 
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member of the Parochial Church 
Council (PCC), said he first proposed a 
motion to sort the issue years ago. 

Elizabeth Stazicker, the village’s 
churchwarden and chairman of the 
PCC, confirmed that temporary efforts 
had been carried out over the years in 
a bid to drain the site. 

Local land drainage expert Malcolm 
Peacock has also been working to 
remove the water but the levels soon 
rise again. 

The PCC, Mr Peacock and residents 
believe the water floods in from a field 
next to the graveyard, which is owned 
by the Church Commissioners. 

The PCC has approached the 
Church Commissioners in the past 
asking for permission to drain the site 
across their field in a bid to stop the 
problem. 

But they were told it would cost 
them around £2,000 in legal fees 
alone, which none of the organ¬ 
isations can afford. 

Now the PCC is urging the comm¬ 
issioners to let them carry out the 
work at a reduced cost and Mr 
Nicholson is writing to his local MP, 
Steve Barclay, to try to solve the 
problem. Mr Nicholson said: “It is the 
Church Commissioners’ land that is 
causing this problem, we believe, so 
why should we have to pay such high 
amounts to get it sorted?

OAP facing jail 
over child porn 


A PENSIONER has been 
convicted of hoarding a 
sick stash of more than 
1,000 photos of child and 
animal porn. 

Jack Allsop, 74, appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court to 
plead guilty to 20 charges re¬ 
lating to indecent photographs. 

Allsop, of Bury Lane, Hadden- 
ham, admitted 16 counts of 
making child porn images. 

He also confessed to possess¬ 
ing almost 1,200 pornographic 
images, including two contain¬ 
ing live animals - and three 
child porn photos at level five, 
the highest category on the 
Copine Scale, which gauges the 
seriousness of child porn¬ 
ography. 
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Allsop was warned he could 
face a spell behind bars, as 
sentencing was adjourned for a 
pre-sentence report to be 
completed. 

Timothy Bodswell, mitigating, 
said Allsop needed a stick to 
help him walk, but would be fit 
enough to return to the court 
next month to be sentenced. 

Allsop was released on bail, 
but was asked to sign the sex 
offenders’ register before he left 
the court building. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth 
told the defendant: “All options, 
including custody, will be open 
to the court.” 

Allsop admitted 16 counts of 


making indecent photos of 
children, between November 
2008 and August 2009. 

He also admitted two counts 
of possessing indecent images 
of children. One related to 
possessing 1,187 images. 

Of these, three were at level 
five, with four at level four, 54 at 
level three, 71 at level two and 
1,055 at level one. 

The second count related to 
possessing one level three 
image and one level one image. 

Allsop also admitted two 
counts of possessing extreme 
pornographic images involving 
live animals. 

He pleaded guilty to all of the 
charges, and will return to the 
court for sentencing on Mon¬ 
day, July 5.

A TORTOISE has gone 
missing from a back 
garden. 

Timmy the tortoise, 
who is owned by Ely 
resident George Flude, 
disappeared two 
weeks ago and still 
cannot be found. 

Mr Flude, of Herons 
Close, believes his pet, 
now aged 56, has 
escaped and could be 
in a nearby resident’s 
garden and is urging 
people to keep an eye 
out for him. 

Timmy is about 8in 
in diameter and has 
two small holes in the 
left hand corner of his 
shell. 

Mr Flude said: “He’s 
been in the family for 
such a long time and 
my late wife bought 
him when she was a 
young girl. 

“I’ve called the 
police, the vets and the 
local animal shelters 
but there is just no 
sign of him. If anyone 
spots Timmy, please 
let me know.”

Fine food galore to tempt young taste buds 


TWO cannabis farmers 
are behind bars after 
police seized £132,000 
of drugs during a raid 
on their makeshift 
skunk factory. 

Luke Townsend and 
John Reynolds were jail¬ 
ed at Cambridge Crown 
Court on Tuesday after 
pleading guilty to pro¬ 
duction of a Class B 
drug at a farm in Wit- 
chford. 

The two men were 
arrested after police 
raided Whitehorse Farm 
in April. 

Officers also found a 
vast array of UV lights, 
fans and air extraction 
systems at the property 
in Manor Road, before 
seizing further plants 
worth £960 at Rey¬ 
nolds’s home address in 
Huntingdon. 

Cambridge Crown 
Court was told how 
Townsend had taken 
out the lease on the 
Witchford property and 
began growing the 
illegal crops with the 
help of Reynolds. 

Both men admitted 
tending to the plants, 
but claimed they had 
been forced to do so by 
drug dealers in lieu of a 
drug debt. 

Recorder John Akast 
said: “Cannabis is back 


in favour as a home- 
produced drug. 

“It used to come in on 
ships from Morocco, 
but it’s now grown on 
these rather dowdy 
farms. 

“I have no doubt in 
my mind that prison 
will not do anything for 
you, but these offences 
are very serious. Imm¬ 
ediate sentences there 
must be.” 

He added that Town¬ 
send had been given 
plenty of chances to 
avoid jail but had cont¬ 
inued his life of crime. 

“With your back¬ 
ground, you must have 
kissed the ground every 
time you were not sent¬ 
enced for breaching 
your orders,” he added. 

Townsend, 28, of 
Campkin Road, Cam¬ 
bridge, was jailed for J2 
months minus the 49 
days he has already 
served in custody. 

Reynolds, 46, of May- 
field Crescent, Hunting¬ 
don, was jailed for J8 
months for the cannabis 
factory charges. He was 
also handed a six- 
month sentence for the 
cannabis possession 
charges at his home, 
which will be served 
concurrently.

Some stalls may go 
In markets review 


MARKET traders could soon have 
to buy and erect their own stalls if 
they want to keep selling their 
wares in Ely 

Bosses at East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) announced this week that 
the first stage of consultations on the future 
of the city’s markets is now complete. 

Recommendations being put forward to 
the council include no longer providing 
stalls for traders on the Thursday market 
because “little need for them has been 
established”. 

Another recommendation is to charge 
those on the Saturday craft and collectables 
market for the supply and dismantling of 
their stalls. 

ECDC insists the options could help 
“develop and maintain viable markets in 
Ely”. 

But some traders have hit out at the 
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consultation process 

Disabled market trader Arthur Cutter, 
who has been selling homemade produce 
with his wife for years, said: “I don’t feel we 
are being consulted properly. The council 
doesn’t seem to realise what a big deal our 
markets are to Ely. 

“To hear updates through the press is not 
good enough - we should be hearing them 
from the council as soon as they are put 
forward if it’s to be considered a fair and 
thorough consultation.” 

ECDC says the consultation has involved 
all traders through posted questionnaires 
and meetings with representatives from all 
three of the city’s markets. 

Fred Brown, ECDC leader, said: “Over the 
last few weeks, our review team has spoken 


to lots of traders about how we can improve 
the markets while meeting the financial 
demands of running them. 

“It has been really interesting to hear how 
many of the professional traders didn’t need 
our stalls and were happy to bring their 
own, while a few trading on the Saturday 
craft and collectables could not operate 
without our equipment. 

“The options which we are set to put out 
for further consultation later this month, 
will, we believe, meet the needs of all our 
traders. 

“All of these, combined with income we 
are raising through Bank Holiday markets 
and one off events, will ensure that our 
markets continue to prosper.” 

The review team will report back options 
to council’s internal overview and scrutiny 
committee later this month ahead of 
further consultation with all parties, due to 
take place in the summer.

“Not only is the graveyard 
in an horrific state but there is 
no way new graves can be dug 
there so what use is the land?” 

Mrs Stazicker added: “We 
are determined to continue to 


do all we can to solve the 
problems and create a grave¬ 
yard everyone in Mepal can 
be proud of. 

“Should it be necessary, a 
further approach will be made 
in due course to the Church 
Commissioners.” 


A spokesman for the Chur¬ 
ch Commissioners said: “We 
were approached by the local 
parish in Mepal some while 
ago about the possibility of 
granting a drainage easement 
over their land. 

“They were agreeable in 


principle to granting such an 
easement. 

“They pointed out that 
those benefiting from it 
would, in the usual way, need 
to meet the commissioners’ 
legal costs, and that is where 
the matter currently rests.”

Crews tackle factory 
fire after arson attack

A DERELICT factory in Ely 
will have to be demolished 
after it was torched by arson¬ 
ists. 

Firefighters have confirmed the 
blaze that ripped through the former 
Associated British Foods Factory, in 
Angel Drove, was started deliberately. 

The building was also condemned 
as structurally unsafe and will need 
to be torn down. 

A spokeswoman for Cambridge¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue Service said no 
one was in the building at the time of 
the fire. 

He added: “Building control 
officers from East Cambridgeshire 
District Council have contacted the 
owner of the site and will be assisting 
them in making arrangements for 
the demolition of the affected part of 
the building as a structural engineer 
has determined it to be structurally 
unsound.” 

Members of the public alerted 
firefighters to the incident shortly 
before 4pm on Sunday. 

Two crews from Ely, two from 


ground monitors and water from the 
turntable ladder were used to tackle 
the flames. 

Ely residents Eric and Heather 
Coates, of Upherds Lane, saw the 
action. Mr Coates said: “We were 
watching the band playing in fubilee 
Gardens when we noticed a massive 
plume of smoke in the air. 

“At first we thought it was a steam 
train so rushed to see it but the closer 
we got the more we realised it was a 
large fire. 

“The smoke was quite choking 
and really smelt.” 

Once the flames had been ext¬ 
inguished, crews spent a further 
three hours damping down the 
scene to ensure there were no 
hotspots remaining. 

Firefighters also managed to stop 
the flames spreading to adjacent 
units. 

Group manager Dave Warren said: 
“It was an incredibly fierce fire and 
we weren’t helped by quite a strong 
wind, but as soon as we got to the 
scene we attacked the edges of the 
fire and stopped it spreading to 
adjacent factory units. 

“It could have been a lot worse.” 


Soham, one from Burwell, one from 
Cottenham and a turntable ladder 
from Cambridge arrived to find the 
two-storey building, which meas¬ 
ured around 60 metres by 60metres, 
well alight. 

It took crews more than three 


hours to extinguish the flames. 
Because of the instability of the unit, 
they were unable to get inside the 
building to investigate the cause of 
the fire or determine if anyone was 
inside, until Monday. 

A total of six hose reel jets, three

GP ‘unaware of fatal mistake’ 


A FOREIGN out-of-hours doct¬ 
or who killed a Cambridgeshire 
pensioner on his first and only 
shift in Britain was “blissfully 
unaware” of what he had done, 
a hearing has been told. 

Nigerian-born Dr Daniel Ubani 
injected David Gray, 70, with lOOmg of 
a pain relief drug - 10 times the 
recommended dosage, the General 
Medical Council (GMC) heard. 

Mr Gray died at his home in Manea 
a few hours after he was given the 
massive overdose of diamorphine on 
February 16, 2008. 


The following day, a Dr Browning 
from SuffDoc called Dr Ubani to tell 
him the pensioner had died, and that 
he should return to Germany. 

Bernadette Baxter, prosecuting, said: 
“Up until those phone calls were 
received, Dr Ubani was blissfully 
unaware of what had taken place and 
continued to see patients for the rest 
of that day.” 

Dr Ubani, 67, was given a suspended 
sentence in Germany after he 
admitted confusing the drug with 
another. 

But he still works as a doctor in the 
country, the panel was told. 


Dr Ubani did not attend the hearing. 
He sent an email to the GMC saying: “I 
shall not be attending said hearing. I 
feel it should not serve any positive 
purpose.” 

The GMC is also looking into Dr 
Ubani’s treatment of two other 
patients on the same day. 

As a result of the hearing, expected 
to last four weeks, Dr Ubani could be 
struck off the medical register so he 
can no longer practise in the UK. 

Mr Gray’s family recently accepted a 
compensation pay-out of £40,000 over 
the death.

SUPERMARKET giant Sainsbury’s 
has been given the green light to 
come to Ely. 

After months of delays, builders can 
now move onto the site in Lisle Lane and 
start building the massive new store. 

Members of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s (ECDC) planning 
committee approved the plans last week 
following the recommendations from 
planning officers. 

And community leaders have exp¬ 
ressed their delight over the decision. 

The mayor of Ely, Brian Ashton, said: 
“This is marvellous news. 

“I am entirely confident that the 
majority of people in Ely and the 
surrounding area will be delighted to 
have additional choice and variety that 
will be provided by Salisbury's coming to 
our city.” 

The new 4,000 square-metre super¬ 
market will be built on the vacant Ely 
Chemical Company site in Lisle Lane and 
it is hoped it will be ready by 2012. More 
than 300 jobs for people in die local area 
will be created. 

The multi-million pound scheme will 
also see a new customer restaurant built 
on the site, and a 470-space car park to 
serve the city centre and supermarket 
shoppers. 

Fred Brown, leader of ECDC, said: “I 
think the committee made a wise 
decision and I welcome Sainsbury’s 
coming to Ely. 

“It was clear in the thorough public 
consultations that people wanted 
another supermarket in the city and 
more choice. 

“I look forward to working with 
Sainsbury’s in the future.” 

The plans will also see a shuttle bus 
service to and from Ely’s city centre being 
created, as well as improved pedestrian 
links, new traffic lights and a number of 
improved junctions close to the site. 

There will also be improved street 
lighting and a new community recycling 
centre built. 

Despite various concerns about the 
location of the site, fears that Lisle Lane 
could become congested and that some 
of the footpaths may discourage people 
from shopping along Forehill in the city, 
councillors said there was an “over-

whelming” amount of public support for 
the new store. 

Will Burton, a spokesman for the Ely 
Traders’ Association, said: “This is great 
news for Ely. 

“We think it will be a magnet for people 
to come to Ely and it will hopefully 
enhance our reputation and the calibre of 
shops we have here.” 

Robert Oxley, Sainsbury's development 
executive for the East of England, said: 
“We are delighted with the decision. 

“A new Sainsbury’s will give local 
people the extra choice in their weekly 
shop that many of them told us they 
wanted to see in Ely. 

“The store will provide around 350 high 
quality jobs for local people, and bring a 
significant amount of money that is 
currently spent outside the district back 
into the area to boost the local economy. 

“The Sainsbury’s store has been 
purposely designed for Ely. It incorp¬ 
orates a range of environmental features 
to generate 40 per cent of its energy from 
renewable sources.”

“Money has been tight 
for the bodies which have 
over the years supported 
local organisations with 


funding. However, we 
have managed to set 
aside £15,000 to help local 
people and groups.

400 years of family history on CD-Rom 


A TEAM of volunteers has 
completed a nine-year 
project to transcribe all 
known Anglican parish 
registers in 

Cambridgeshire and the 
Isle of Ely. 

The projects team from 
the Cambridgeshire Family 
History Society has 
produced a searchable CD- 
Rom with information from 
202 parish registers from 


1528 to 1950. 

Every Anglican parish 
has been required to keep 
registers of baptisms, 
marriages and burials 
since 1538. 

Copies of these records 
were made every year 
from 1599 in Ely Diocese 
for the bishop. 

Transcriptions began in 
a few cases with Victorian 
vicars transcribing their 


own records and work has 
been continued by 
enthusiasts over the years. 

The society has built on 
this legacy, computerising 
the records, filling in gaps 
and checking information 
against the Bishop’s 
Transcripts. 

A majority of the original 
registers are held by 
Cambridgeshire Archives 
at Shire Hall, where the 


project team gathered to 
celebrate their 
achievement. 

They are also compiling 
overall baptism, burial and 
marriage indexes for the 
whole county-the full 
version of these will be 
available in the autumn.

A CONTROVERSIAL reno¬ 
vation project once brand¬ 
ed an “eyesore” is now 
complete.

Road, Ely, said: “Now that the 
building has been unveiled, we 
can see it is of a very high quality. 

“It fits perfectly into its sur¬ 
roundings and rejuvenates the 
whole entrance to the west end of 
Market Street. 

“The lesson seems to be that 
quality and character takes time 
to build. 

“No developer would spend 
time and money building to the 
high standard of the new Market 
Street property if he was simply 
trying to make a quick buck. 

“The building reflects someone 
who cares about the city.”

She said: “She didn’t want to go and he 
wanted to go with the children. 

“She became aware she was upsetting 
the children because they wanted to go 
to the fireworks display, so she left the 
room and went into die living room. 

“The defendant followed her and 
picked up a broom. He was jabbing her 
in the face and she had to put her arms 


up to stop him.” 

The victim went into the kitchen and 
Fenwick followed her, kicking her several 
times to the lower bottom and upper 
legs, Ms Walker said. 

Fenwick then pushed his partner 
against the wall and, when she tried to 
grab a telephone to dial 999, he threw it 
on the floor. 

Fenwick, now of Newton Road, Hadd- 
enham, admitted assault causing actual 
bodily harm, and the court heard he had 
previous convictions, including a similar 
offence committed in 1998. 

In a victim impact statement, his ex¬ 
partner said it had been a “turbulent” rel¬ 


ationship, which was now over. 

Melanie Benn, mitigating, said the fact 
her client had not broken the law for 12 
years showed he could “learn from his 
mistakes”, and he would do so again. 

fudge Gareth Hawkesworth imposed 
an eight-month jail term, suspended for 
two years. 

Fenwick must also attend a domestic 
abuse programme and pay court costs of 
£ 200 . 

fudge Hawkesworth said Fenwick had 
destroyed the relationship which had 
kept him out of trouble for so long. 

The judge told him: “You are clearly 
the author of your own misfortune.”

Travelling reduced for 
palliative care patients 


A HOSPITAL is set to laun¬ 
ch a new service for pat¬ 
ients needing end-of-life 
care. 

Doddington Hospital, near 
March, will soon hold a fort¬ 
nightly clinic for patients to get 
medical advice from a GP who 
has received additional training 
in palliative care. 

A consultant in palliative care 
medicine will also be available to 
help and answer patients’ quest¬ 
ions. 

The service has been intro- 
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duced as a result of an NHS 
Cambridgeshire’s public con¬ 
sultation exercise, where resi¬ 
dents noted that an enhanced 
palliative care service was need¬ 
ed. 

It means patients will no long¬ 
er have to travel long distances to 
see a hospital consultant. 

Dr Simon Hambling, based at 
Doddington Medical Centre, 
said: “This service is very imp¬ 


ortant for patients who are 
nearing the end of their life. 

“It is very important for pat¬ 
ients with serious and complex 
illnesses to be able to get the care 
they need either in their own 
homes or at their local hospital, 
rather than having to travel a 
long distance to see a consultant. 

“The additional resource 
means that local GPs in the area 
can access specialist help and 
advice, so that care can be 
provided close to home and by 
staff who are familiar to them.”

SHE'S OUT OF MY LEAGUE (15,

SELF-DOUBT is hard-wired into the 
British psyche at birth. While 
Americans seem to exist in a bubble 
of self-confidence that borders on 
arrogance, we don’t just hide our 
lights under a bushel, we extinguish 
them entirely. 

Heaven forbid we should embrace 
the possibility that we are beautiful, 
intelligent, charming and desirable 
creatures. It’s much better to expect 
the worst and then be pleasantly 
surprised when life unexpectedly 
deals us a half-decent hand. 

Jim Field Smith’s effervescent 
romantic comedy strikes a chord, 
centring on a lovable airport 
security guard, whose low self¬ 
esteem almost wrecks the best 
relationship he might ever have. 
We’ve all done it - extinguished the 
embers of potential romance before 
they have even smoldered because 
the girl or guy we like is simply too 
good looking, funny or smart to be 
interested. 

In She’s Out Of My League, Kirk 
Kettner (Baruchel) is cruelly 


dumped by his girlfriend Mamie 
(Sloane). To rub salt into the 
wounds, his parents (LeFevre, 

Rupp) have adopted Marnie like a 
surrogate daughter so she is always 
around the house with her new 
boyfriend in tow. 

Kirk desperately wants to win her 
back but best friend Stainer strongly 
counsels against it, having always 
loathed Marnie. 

Somehow, Kirk ends up on a date 
with Molly (Eve), a beautiful 
passenger who passes through his 
security gate at Pittsburgh airport. 
She seems keen, much to the 
bemusement of Kirk’s jealous 
buddies, Stainer and Jack (Vogel). 
As Kirk and Molly grow closer, he 


takes her home to meet his loved 
ones. 

“Twenty minutes with your family 
and she’ll file for a restraining 
order,” guffaws Stainer. Perhaps. 
This is a predictable yet hugely 
enjoyable genre piece that relies on 
our natural empathy for Baruchel’s 
nice guy as he wrestles with myriad 
insecurities and derision from the 
people who should be bolstering his 
self-confidence. 

His performance anchors the 
picture and Eve is an adorable 
object for Kirk’s affections. 

The haphazard journey of self- 
discovery culminates in some 
bruising home truths at the airport. 
Love hurts.

GARDENING 


Show off more up front - 
and then take it with you 


F ront gardens are so 
often an 
afterthought for 
homeowners, who see 
the front of their house 
only as a point of access 
and, more specifically, as 
a place to park their car 
and put their dustbins. 

However, there is so much 
you can do with a front garden 
to make the whole house 
welcoming and increase its 
value, and it doesn’t have to be 
high maintenance if you 
choose the right plants. 

This year’s Chelsea gold 
medal-winning Upwardly 
Mobile Garden got me thinking 
about how people who invest 
in their front garden can take 
many of the plants with them if 
they move, either by planting 
them in large containers or 
propagating them. 

John Lord, managing 
director of John Woods 
Nurseries, which co-created 
the garden with Capel Manor 
College, said: “We wanted to 
show how with woody plants 
you can create a front garden

that inspires. 

“When you go to Holland 
and Germany you see that 
people invest in their front 
gardens, but people here don’t 
take care of them. Yet they can 
add value to their property.” 

The theme of the Upwardly 
Mobile Garden was to 
demonstrate how easy it is to 
create a garden, especially your 
first, and take components of 
it, such as planted containers, 
with you when you move 
home. In this way, you take 
your ideas and learning with 
you throughout life. 

“We’ve used plants that are 
happy in different types of soils 
and situations, for example, to 
help inexperienced gardeners 


understand their options,” says 
Lord. 

Included in the garden were 
low maintenance plants 
including Diervilla Cool Splash, 
Prunus ‘Kojo-no-mai’, 
Geranium ‘Johnson’s Blue’, 
Sambucus ‘Black Beauty’ and 
Heuchera ‘Midnight Rose’. 

Invest in the biggest pots you 
can afford for permanent 
plantings which you intend to 
take with you when you move. 
John Woods used its own 
Endless Summer collection of 
Hydrangea macrophylla in 
pots, which unusually produce 
flowers on old and new wood 
and therefore are repeat 
flowering throughout the 
summer, regardless of late 
frosts or incorrect pruning. 

If you want a tree as a focal 
point in your front garden, 
think about buying a specimen 
that will grow in a pot, which 
will be able to move with you in 
years to come. The Upwardly 
Mobile Garden featured a 
Cornus ‘Venus’, a flowering 
dogwood with good drought 
tolerance and a high resistance 
to diseases, in a large container. 
It produces striking white 


bracts up to 15cm in diameter 
each May, followed by rich red 
autumn colour and grows to 
around 3.5m in 10 years. 

When planting permanent 
plants in containers, use a soil- 
based compost like John Innes 
which has a bit more body 
than some of the others and 
give the plant a good mulch 
and feed in spring. 

Of course, if you want to take 
the fruits of your labour with 
you, you can also plant 
specimens that are going to be 
easy to propagate or divide. 
Clumps of ornamental grasses 
can easily be lifted and divided 
so you can take a portion with 
you. 

The easiest way to take a 
little piece of your garden when 
you move is by taking 
hardwood cuttings of your 
favourite shrubs and other 
plants. Plants including 
berberis, buddleia, cornus, 
kerria, spiraea, deciduous 
viburnum, mock orange and 
salix are all suited to this 
method. 

Look for shoots which have 
grown during the current 
season and are about pencil

thickness or more. Cut them 
off, leaving a small stub on the 
parent plant. Trim the bottom 
of the cutting just below a leaf 
joint and the top just above 
one, so the shoot’s around 20- 
23cm (8-9in) long, with all the 
soft growth at the top removed. 

Dip the bottom of the 
cutting into hormone rooting 
liquid and then place it in a 
pre-prepared slit trench part- 
filled with sharp sand to aid 
drainage, so the tops of the 
cuttings are around 7.5cm (3in) 
above ground, refilling the 
trench with soil and firming in 
the cuttings. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Allium (Ornamental onion) 

Their lollipop blooms 
always make a statement in 
any border, rising above all else 
to display mainly purple or 
white globes of flowers. The 


most majestic is the giant A. 
giganteum, which grows to 
1.2m (4ft) and produces 
impressive lilac ball-shaped 
flowers in early summer. The 
popular A. cristophii has a 
narrow growth habit which 
means bulbs can be slotted 
between other plants in the 
garden during autumn. 
Growing between 30-60cm (1- 
2ft), they produce round heads 
20cm (8in) across on tall 
stems, packed with starry 
purple flowers, which 
eventually fade to green. 

Alliums will thrive in any 
well-drained soil in full sun. 
Clumps should be divided in 
autumn every three years. 
They look great popping up 
through ornamental grasses or 
other plants which hide the 
allium foliage, which starts to 
die off before the flowers 
bloom.

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A Lexus is so satisfying 


LEXUS and Toyota cars may 
have been subject to recalls 
over recent months but UK 
owners still rate them highly, 
a survey has shown. 

Lexus topped a UK vehicle 
ownership satisfaction study table 
compiled by JD Power and 
Associates and What Car? 

And Toyota was fifth in the 
table, which was based on the 
responses of more than 17,000 UK 
car owners. 

In addition, the Lexus RX was 
rated best sports utility vehicle 
and the Lexus IS was the best 
compact executive car, while the 
Toyota Aygo was the best city car 
and the Toyota Yaris was joint top 
(with the Honda Jazz) in the

small car category. 

In the manufacturers’ list 
topped by Lexus, Honda was in 
second place, Jaguar third and 
Mercedes-Benz fourth. 

For Lexus, it was a 10th 
successive year at the top of the 
charts in this survey. 

The company scored 846 points 
out of a possible 1,000. The points 
were based on vehicle appeal, 
which includes performance, 
design, comfort and features; 
vehicle quality and reliability; 
ownership costs, which includes 
fuel consumption, insurance and 
costs of service/repair; and dealer 
service satisfaction. 

Rounding out the highest- 
ranked five nameplates are 
Honda (825), Jaguar (818), 
Mercedes-Benz (817) and Toyota 
(814). 

“Earning industry-benchmark 
status year after year demands an 
in-depth understanding on how 
to match and further exceed cus¬ 
tomer expectations in an ever- 
changing and challenging 
environment within the 
automotive industry,” said Martin 
Volk, senior research manager at 
JD Power and Associates. 


At the model level, Lexus, 
Honda and Toyota each capture 
two awards. The Lexus RX (SUV) 
and IS (compact executive car); 
Honda Jazz (small car) and Accord 
(upper medium car); and Toyota 
Aygo (city car) and Yaris (small 
car) each rank highest in their 
respective segments. Also receiv¬ 
ing segment-level awards are the 
Kia cee’d (lower medium car); 
Mazda MX-5 (sports car); and the 
Mercedes-Benz B-Class (MPV). 

While a majority of brands 
have increased in satisfaction 
compared with 2009, Hyundai, 
Mitsubishi and Nissan all 
improve considerably - up 19 
points, 24 points and 14 points, 
respectively. In addition, Jaguar is 
up 13 points from 2009 and 
performs particularly well in 
vehicle appeal and service 
satisfaction. The Jaguar XF also 
ranks highest in the executive/ 
luxury car segment. 

“It’s a fantastic performance 
from Jaguar and great news for 
the brand,” said Steve Fowler, 
editor of What Car?The annual JD 
Power and Associates /What Car? 
study is based on a study of 
17,000 respondents.

Battery ‘vital part 
of electric future’ 


EMISSIONS-FREE 
electric cars will have 
a high value to the 
environment - but 
they won’t be worth 
much at sell-on time 
unless makers 
properly address 
customer concerns 
regarding battery life 
and performance. 

That stark warning on 
projected used values 


for battery-powered 
vehicles comes from the 
prestigious price guide 
publisher Glass’s, 

following detailed 
analysis of factors that 
will affect such motors’ 
depreciation. 

“After one year of 
ownership, we would 
expect electric vehicle 
(EV) residual values to 
be above the segment 
average,” explained 


Andy Carroll, managing 
director at Glass’s. 

“But, if the battery is 
owned rather than 
leased, and lacks an 
appropriate extended 
warranty, the value of 
the typical electric car 
will then fall 
dramatically until the 
vehicle is five-years-old, 
at which point the car 
will have a trade value 
little more than 10 per 
cent of the original list 
price.” 

This alarming rate of 
depreciation is, says 
Carroll, due to that fact 
that the typical electric 
car’s battery will have a 
useful life of up to eight 
years - and then cost a 
whopping £8,000 to 
replace. 

“Potential buyers of 
such used runabouts 
will fear this cost, and 
will assume that their 


specific battery will need 
replacing in the near 
future regardless of the 
makers’ predictions of 
battery life. 

“Our predictions are, 
therefore, based on this 
worst-case scenario - 
how prospective 
customers will perceive 
the costs of owning an 
EV” 

But manufactures can 
turn this potential 
nightmare second-hand 
situation around by 
deducting the £8,000 
battery cost off the list 
price, and setting up, 
say, a £100-a-month 
battery lease scheme 
instead. 

This, says Carroll, 
would then boost used 
values to put EVs among 
the best performing 
used cars, rather than 
making them one of the 
worst.

Andrews 
ponders 
City role 


FORMER Histon stalwart Neil 
Andrews revealed this week 
that he has been considering 
the opportunity to become 
player-coach of Ely City. 

The news came as Andrews 
(right) turned down the chance 
to return to to the Glass World 
Stadium as new boss John Beck’s 
player-assistant manager. 

The 31-year-old midfielder 
ended his 12-year spell with the 
Stutes in the winter when he 
accepted a severance package as 
part of former chairman Tony 
Roach’s cost-cutting exercise in 
December.

“I went to Bury when I left 
Histon, but I was really 
struggling with a knee injury,” 
said Andrews. "I’d play a game 
then miss a game and I was 
playing a Ledley King-type role. 

“Bury won the league and got 
promotion, so I’m contem¬ 
plating going back there. 


“I’ve also got an offer to be a 
player-coach at Ely. I’ve got to 
weigh up all the time 
commitments of my football, 
work and social life.” 

Andrews, who is studying for a 
diploma in teaching and starts a 
new job at Cambridge Regional 
College in September, revealed 
Beck sounded him out about 
taking on a playing and 
coaching role at the Glass World 
Stadium. 

But, although he was very 
interested in the post, he felt he 
could not have done the job 
justice. 

“I spoke to John about coming 
back to the club and doing some 
coaching and getting back 
involved on the playing side of 
things,” said Andrews. “It was a 
good opportunity for me and in 
a different situation in my life I 
probably would have gone for it. 

“But I’m halfway through a 
teaching qualification and, with 
my job at CRC, I didn’t feel I’d 
have the time to do it properly at 
that level.”
